DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of group XIII, claims 36-45, tenidap agonist, 
major depression disorder in the reply filed on September 25, 2007 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that tenidap should be examined with the claims 
drawn to other agonists. This is not found persuasive because each agonist has a 
unique structure which has to searched in separate classification and databases. 
Applicants further argue that disorders are few and can be searched without burden. 
However, each disorder must be examined for unique characteristic which is found in 
separate databases. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 36-37 and 39-43 are examined below. Claims 1-22, 24-30, 32-34, 38, 
and 44-56 are withdrawn. Claims 23, 31, and 35 are cancelled. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 36 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 36 recite 
the term P2X7R which is acronym. The acronym should be identified with a proper 
name. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



Claims 36-37 and 39-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by McElroy (US 6,323,236). 

McElroy teach a method of administering tenidap for treatment of major 
depression (columnl , lines 45-55; column 8, line 35). The administration of beta- 
adrenergic receptor modulator is optional. Tenidap inherently treats major depression 
when administered and modulates P2X7R activity.
